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THE"OFPICE" has at last got its head above water and can settle down to the usual fall 
business, not least importan.t of which is the writing, mimeographing and mailing of the 
September-October "News-df-the-School". . 

AGAIN THE SCHOOL is booming. Statistics may be 'dry but you will want to know that 
there' are 303 students in the School this year. Of these 146 are ex-service (124 men 
and 22 women) and 158 civilians. There are 134 in the I Year, 118 in the II and 51 in 
the III, a total of 160 men and 143 women in the School, The first year students come 
from Nova Scotia to British Columbia with the majority from Ontario, 115 to be exact, 
Alberta sent us five and one of these, Constance Eastcott, was a former pupil of 
Cecilie Swanson, M.E,S, ’40 at St. Hilda’s School in Calgary, 

THE RESIDENCE problem, of course, has been a difficult one, A few of the men have been 
able to get into university residences but none cf the girls. The two main auxiliary 
houses we had last year were sold and the third one which still takes our students 
accomodates only about six girls. For the most part the students found their own 
places to live and they probably could write a, book on their experiences, \\’c won’t go 
into details 1 

VifITH SO ilANY in the first two years, ^it has been necessary to divide some of the 
classes, and to get the use of outside equipment. For instance, it takes four pools to 
enable us to cover the work for the girls in the time at our disposal. In addition to 
the pool at 415 Yonge Street, we have classes at the Y.T'.C.A. , the Household Science 
Building and the Ontario College of Education, On Fridays we have the use of the '"Y" 
gymnasium for 5 hours. The men are better off because they have more than one gym- 
nasium at Hart House, but they too have great difficulty in working in all their 
classes, 

THE PHYSICAL DIRECTORS in the Y.T/,C.A. ’s throughout the country will be interested to 
know/ that Ivhss Zerada Slack, formerly National Health Education Secretary for the "Y", 
is now; a member of our staff. Miss Slack has her Arts degree from McGill University 
and is a graduate of the McGill School of Physical Education, She has done post- 
graduate work at the University of California (Berkeley), at McGill and at the Madame 
Bertram School of Gymnastics, Copenhagen, Denmark, V7e think v/e are very fortunate to 
have her with us, Mrs, Kerfoot is again helping with the swimming. In the Men’s De- 
partiiient the students have a new; instructor in the person of Mr, Dalton V/hite who 
teaches them lacrosse. Mr, Y/hite is a graduate of the University of Toronto and of the 
Ontario College of Education and is on the staff of the Western Technical School. He 
has been one of the outstanding players in the Ontario Lacrosse Association, 

IN SPITE OF RAIN, cold and the damp shivers that accompany such v/eather, life at Sep- 
tember Camp was a thrill for everyone as usual, Y<ho would not love the sight of autumn 
colours against a background of evergreen, the fun and companionship of nev/ and old 
friends, the satisfaction of work accomplished especially of './ork done in the v/ide open 
spaces?

There are only 18 uroding pools, Toronto has 23 swimming pools, 1 public, 14 
in city schools, 8 private, Vi'hat is the city doing? It has* just added, or arranged to 
add a playing field of 13 acres for the new Woodgreen Community Centre, Dr. Goldring 
• as a T/artime measure opened up some of the schools for community recreation, 22 
schools were opened about a month ago. In these there are a minimum of 5 activities 
each night except Friday, which is more or less teen-age night. There are some 200 
instructors in these schools, some 45 different activities, l,tr. Pearson told us that 
overall recreation includes everything that people enjoy doing. He told of one group 
of children vdio came from crowded homes and v/ho asked the principal for a room for 
studying. They wanted one hour’s study and one hour’s play. Pretty soon they asked 
for tv;o hour’s study. In that school, out of 146 eight grade children only six failed. 

After his address Hr. Pearson answered questions and there were no lulls in questions 
or an3>;ers. Miss Somers' introduced llr', Pearson and Florence Riley Dorsey expressed 
the thanks of the graduates to him, Elizabeth Seccombe Turner v;ho presided, explained 
something of the plans of the nev;. executive for the Association. Che announced the 
next meeting on November 27th would take the form of a Square Dance Party, Further 
announcement regarding this later, .
